Maj. Gen. Pinckney, 

SIR—I have the konor to acquaint 
your Excellency that this morning at 
20 minutes past 5 o’clock, a very large 
body of hostile Indians, made a despe- 
vate attack upon the army under my 
command. ‘Tey stole upon the cent- 
uiels, fired apon them, and™ with great 
impetuosity rushed upon our [ines : in 
20 minutes the action became general, 
and our front, right and left flanks were 
closely pressed ; but the brave and gal- 
tant conduct of the field and line officers, 
und the firmness of the men, repelled 
them at every point. 

The steady firmness and incessant 
ire of Captain Thomas’s artillery and 
Capt. Adams’ riflemen preserved our 
front line ; both of these companies suf- 
tered greatly. ‘The enemy rashed with 
in 30 yards of the artillery, and Capt. 
Broadnax who commanded onef the 
picket.guards, maintained his post with

Col. Newnan received three bails in 
the cominencement of the action, which 
deprived me of the services of that gal- 
lant and useful offiecr, The Assis. Adj 
Gen, Narden, was indefatigable in the 
discharge of his duty, and rendered im. 
portant services ; his horse was wound. 
ed under him. ‘The whole of the staff 
was prompt, and discharged their dut 
with beh & fidelity ; their vigithsick, 
the intrepidity of the officers and the 
firmness of the men, meet my approba- 
tion and deserve the praise of their coun- 
try. FE fave to regret the death of ma- 
ny of my brave fellows, who have found 
honorable graves in the voluntary sup- 
port of their country. 
My aid de camp in executing my or- 
ders , had his horse killed under bim.— 
Gen. Lee and Major Pace, who acted 
asadditional aids, rendered me essentiai 
services with honor to themselves and 
usefulness to the cause in which they 
have embarked.

1. Congress shall have power to lay 
a tax or duty not exceeding per cen. 
tum ad valorem on articles, exported 
from any state. 

2. Congress shallhave powerto make 
roads in any State. 

3 ss Shall have powerto make 
canals in any state, with the consent of 
the state within which the same shall be 
made. 

4. Congress shall have power to esta- 
‘blish a national bank with branches 
thereof in any state.

FOREIGN. 


Rumours of an appreac peace, between 
the United States = pore have grown out 
of some confidential information to have 
been received by the Aone Alexander, arrived 
fast week at Boston: whether —, news, 
bearing on the subject of peace, be really receiv- 
ed, we much doubt ; bat think it not iinprobable 
that seme private despatches, calculated for the 
purpose of private emolument, may have been 
received ; er that rumours may have been set 
on foot, after the arrival of the Alexander, for insi- 
dious purposes, whether these are intended to 
promote eclectioneering views or to secure the 
contemplated profits of some mercantile 5 
lation, those in the secret caneontly tell. We will 
not pretend to direct the publ ; and 
will not ourselves, be led, without rome an- 
thority, into the opinion, that any measures have 
vet becna from which the ultimate issue, 
of the intended negotiation can be conjectured. 
Mr. Dallas, Secretary to the Legation of Messrs. 
Gallatin and Bayard te the Court of Russia, had 
arrived on London. It is supposed that the ob- 
Jeet of his mission is to obtain from the Govern- 
ment a distinct exposition of the terms on which 
the Court of London will secede fo a peace with 
the U. States. 

A London paper says, the American prizes 
brought into Plymouth only, during the present 
war, have been sold for half a million pounds 
sterling. 

The extracts from London papers and Lioyd’s 
Lists, received by the Anu Alexander, furnish us 
fer the last six weeks, up to the 24th of Dec, 
with the capture of 96 British merchant vessels. 
by America. and French publie and private arin- 
ed vessels. 

All the British vess of war in the ports of 
the Chaunel, at the last date, bad been ordered 
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may attempt to escape from that place, on the 
expeeted approach of Lord Wellington. 

t is said the British propose to lay up 20 or 30 
Ships of the line, as unnecessary in the present re- 
lative maritime strength of the world, and to 
equip with their crews a greater number of fri- 
rates.

By the last intelligence from Monte Video, 
its surrender to the revolutionists was expected 
unless succour arrived from Spain. A 
great number of the inhabitants had perished for 
want. .
